surpriso and regret that a Lieutenant-Governor like Sir 
Alfred Lyall, who, professes to be a friend of high educa- 
tion, should have sanctioned such rules. It was not expected 
that His Honour would: so entirely disregard the spread 
of education and frame rules opposed to the wishes of that 
very class of the community for whose benefit they are 
intended. The Subordinate Judicial and Executive Services 
in these provinces have always been looked upon as in- 
efficient, untrustworthy and corrupt, and the charge is no 
doubt well-founded in a large degree. But it is to be 
regretted that the Local Government, far from endeavour- 
ing to improve the tone of -the services, has always adopted 
measures that are only calculated to aggravate tho evil. 
The Government has not yet done anything to satisfy the 
just aims and aspirations of the educated community. It is 
surprising that Sir Alfred Lyall, who recorded such a strong 
minute in favour of the maintenance of the Agra College, has 
now abandoned the cause of educated persons. The tone of 
the services in question will not improve until Government. 
freely avails itself of the services of university men. It is 
simply impossible that persons who have passed only the 
Middle Class Examination, or who have read only the Gulis- 
tén and the Bostdén, should make better Deputy Collectors and 
Munsifs than graduates and vakils would, It is absurd to» 
think that the Middle Class Examination certificate is a 
sufficient qualification for a candidate for a Tahsilddrship. 
The political associations and the graduates in these pro- 
vinces should forward memorials to the Lieutenant-Governor 
on the subject. Although Sir Rivers Thompson has no 
sympathy with the children of the soil, he makes selec- 
tioas for appointments in the public service by competi- 
tion. On the other hand, Sir Alfred Lyall, in spite of 
his avowed sympathy with natives, means ‘to pursue 
policy which will be a severe blow to the cause of 


education, and check all progress in the United Et r0- 
vinces,

torily until he gains some experience. A Tahsild&r should be 
aman of active habits, but it. is well known that graduates 
and students have not. generally a good physique. Hven 
some shoemakers’ sons have receiyed high education, but 
surely no right-thinking man could be prepared to recom- 
mend the elevation of such low classes of people to Tahsildér- 
ships. A candidate for a Tuhsildarship should be not only 
intellectually qualified for the office but should also belong to 
a respectable family. Moreover, the exclusion of Naib Tahsil- 
dars and other subordinate officers from further promotion 
would be an injustice to them. It is absurd to contend 
that there are no able and honest men among Urda-reading 
persons. Look at Maulvi Faridu-l-din and Maulvi Mehdi 
Ali, who have not received English education, but are honest 
and able officers nevertheless, The Wajm does not mean that 
university men should be excluded from Tahsildérships, nor is 
there anything in the rules to favour such an idea. There i is 
no doubt that Government will always prefer graduates, if 
duly qualified in all respects, to other persons. — ee

POST-OFFICE AND RAILWAY. 
The Vritta Dhdrd (Dhar), of the 30th July, received on 
‘Sissies. iin a the 12th August, quotes statistics from 
port on the Indian Post- the Director-General’s Report on the 
Serre Lee 86, Indian. Post-offices for 1883-84, show-. 
ing the work done in the Postal Department, and remarks 
that that Department is unquestionably one of the iargest, the — 
most succeessful, and the most useful Departments of Go- 
vernment. The total receipts are- upwards of one kror of 
rupees, but the expenditure exceeds the i income by twenty- 
two lakhs. Although Government has no reason to grudge 
the excess of expenditure, which is due to the steady 
increase of work in the Department, the expenditure will be 
reduced by amalgamating the Telegraph Department with the 
Postal Department, and by reducing the numerical strength 
of the inspecting agency, which is excessive. Of late there 
has been considerable improvement in the postal adminis- 
tration, but still the delay in the delivery of letters in 
the interior of the country is the subject of general com- | 
plaint with the people. The'postal authorities should see to 
this. The present system of paying postage in advance for 
hewspapers not exceeding three tolas in weight is not a satis- 
factory one. It would be a good thing if quarter-anna postage 
stamps were introduced for such newspapers.
